Statement of services for which the decoration has been 
awarded 

On the 25th October, 1981, Shrl Prayag Singh was oo 
patroUing duty at the Treasury and Laboratory areas of Zinc 
Smelter between 1.00 p.m. to 9.00 p.m. At effiout 6.00 pun. 
he beard some sounds coming from the back of the Treasury, 
he called out loudly in order to find the intruder. No reply 
came and the sound also stopped for sometime. After about 
15 minutes, the same sound was heard again. Shri Prayag 
Singh then jumped Inside the fore*walls and found that the 
light of the Cash Section was on and that the second door 
h^ been cut. Since he was alone, he tried to contact the 
Control P-Oom but the line had been tampered with by the 
criminal. Shri Singh rushed to the garrage and informed 
the incharge of the Control Room about his suspicion. In 
the meanttme the culprit was able to detect the presence of 
the Head Security Guard. In the first instance he tried to 
allure Shri Singh but when he did not get encouraging responee 
he pointed out his revolver at Shrl Singh and pressed the 
trigger, The revolver misfired. Shri Singh took cover in 
order to save himself as he was unarmed. The culprit again 
fired at Shri Singh but this time the revolver again misfired. 

He pounced upon 
the culprit and gave a severe blow to the head of the criminal 
as a result of which the revolver held by the criminal fell 
down. Shri Singh then held the criminal to the ground and 
kept a tight mip on him till the ASI and the Security guard 
came to his help.

IL Functions of the Samiti: 

Functions of the Samiti will be to advise on matters relating 
to the progressive use of Hindi for Official purposes ana 
allied issues in the Ministry of Tourism and Civil Aviation, 
Its Attached and Subordinate Offices as well as Public S^or 
Undertakings under the administrative control of the Ministry.

in.. Tenure :

(b) Ex-officio Members of the Samiti shall continue as 
Members as long as they hold the office by virtue 
of which they are Members of Samiti; 

(c) If a'vacancy arises on the Samiti due to resignation, 
death, etc. of a Member, the Member appointed on 
that vacancy shall hold cfflcc for the residual term 
of three years, 

IV. Allowances : 

The niMi-offlcial Members of the Samitl will be paid tra¬ 
velling and daily allowances for attending the meetings of the 
Samitl and its ^b-Committees at the rates fixed by the Gov¬ 
ernment of India from time to time. 

V. Headquarters : 

Thei Headquarters of the Samiti shall be at New Delhi.
